There are some dramatic possibili- 
ties in store for th, United States in 
the arming of our merchant, ships, 
aside from the mere armed conflict 
with submarines; an undoubted one is 
that, if the Germans are able to cap- 
ture any member of the gun crew of 
a@ vessel that has fired on a submarine, 
the will be courtmartialed and exe- 
cuted as a franc-tireur. 

There is an important distinction 
made by international law ,_ between 
enemy and neutral merchant ships 
apd their right to resist capture. An 
enemy ship is recognized to possess 
such a right; a neutral) ship does not. 
The United States Naval Code of 1900 
makes this distinction in article 10, 
paragraph 3, saying: 

“The personnel of merchant vessels 
of an enemy, who in self-defense and 
in protection of the vessel placed in 
their charge, resist an attack, are en- 
titled, if captured, to the status of 
prisoners of war.” 

That means that they shall be 
treated as lawful belligerents. Noth- 
ing is said, however, about the status 
of the personnel of néutral vessels, 
and the omission is significant of the 
rule that they do not possess that 
status. 

View of English Authority, 

In explaining the reason for the 
distinction A. Pearce Higgins, an En- 
glish authority, says: 

“Whereas, the visit of a belligerent 
warship is, under existing law, mere~ 
iy the first step to capture and is it- 
self a hostile act * * the visit 
to a neutral ship, though justified by 
the fact of the existence of war, is not 
a hostile act.” 

The officers and crew of an enemy 
merchant ship, whether resisting or 
not, are entitled under law to be 


‘ 


9 tured. They are considered as justi- 


fied, therefore, in escaping eapture if 
they can. Neutral ships’ crews, on the 
other hand, may not be captured and 
have not the same motive for éscape. 
Iz is consequently a rule of law that 
resistance on the part of a neutral 
ship works a forfeiture, by that fact, 
of ship and cargo. 

The German prize code of June, 
1614, recognized the right of the crew 
of a resisting enemy merchantman, if 
captured, to be treated as prisoners of 
war, but it declared that any passen- 
gers taking part’ in the resistance 
would incur the death penalty, as un- 
lawful belligerents.

PEKIN, March 6.—The Cabinet de- 
cided yesterday that China should join 
the United States in breaking off rela- 
tions with Germany. President Li Yuan 
Hung refused to approve the Cabinet's 
action, saying such power rested en- 
tirely with him. Premier Tuan Chi Jui 
immediately resigned and left for Tien 
Tsin. The resignation of the entire Cab- 
inet is expected. 

Parliament is virtually unanimous tn 
favor of the opinion .of the Cabinet. The 
leaders of all political parties are criti- 
cising the President’s position. The 
Vice President supports the Cabinet. 

A statement issued from the Presi- 
dent’s office says that the break be- 
tween the President and the Premier 
was due to personal differences rather 
than to the foreign policy. The Presi- 
dent has sent representatives to the 
Premier to induce him to return to Pe- 
kin, 

According to the President's office, 
the immediate cause of the break was 
a dispatch sent to the Chinese Minister 
at Tokio, committing China to a rup- 
ture of relations with Germany and a 
union with the entente Powers under 
certain conditions. The President re- 
fused his approval because; he declared, 
Parliament must sanction all measures 
contemplating war as well as a direct 
declaration of war.

By a Staff Correspondent of the

JEFFERSON CITY, March 5.—Gov. 
Gardner today sent a message to the 
Legislature recec...inending the passage 
of a bill placing a 10 per cent tax on

ical strength of our national guard at 
14,400.

As I deem it superfluous 
to again direct your attention to the 
unfortunate and deplorable condition of 
our revenues to meet such requirements, 
I am, therefore, transmitting to you 
herewith a prepared bill which I recom- 


mend that you speedily enact into the 


law of our State. This bill makes a 


levy of 10 per cent upon the gross re- | 


ceipts of munitions and war supplies of 


manufacturers in our State relative to. 


their sales to other than our Federal 


and State Governments. 
“An Equitable Levy.” 


‘The carrying on of this particular 
industry is permitted by our State Gov- 
ernment, assuming no small degree of 
hazard to the inhabitants of various 
sections of our State, and for the grant- 
ing of such privilege, I cannot but think 
that 10 per cent of the gross receipts 
of such sales is an equitable levy tv be 
made against such industries. 

“I, therefore, urge you to give this 
bill such preference as your rulgs will 
permit that it may become the law of 
our State before your final adj». irm 
ment. * 

“Permit me to take this occasion to 
expr to you my heartfelt thanks for 
the earnest consideration and prompt 
approval you are giving to the revenué 
measures recommended to you by me in 
my inaugural message.. 

“Let me say that I have at all times 
maintained an abiding faith in you as 
true Missourians, irrespective of party 
affiliation, to meet the: cest and enact 
into the law of our State these great 
revenue-producing measures to the end 
that the demand of the people of our 
State that we rehabilitate the present 
financial condition thereof may be fully 
mét.”’ 


The Federal Government last Septem- 
ber imposed a tax of 12% per cent on 
the net income from materials that can 
be used only for war munitions. Only 
three concerns in the Eastern Missouri 
district have filed statements of this 
revenue, and others have asked exten- 
sions of time for submitting statements.

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GERMANY TAKES 
REPRISALS AGAINST 
ENEMY PRISONERS 


Gen. yon Stein Says in Reichs- 
tag That Germans Taken 
Prisoner Are Mistreated. 


BERLIN, March 3, by wireless to Say- 
ville ~—-Lieutenant-General von Stein, 
Prussian Minister of War, announced in 
the Reichstag today that reprisals had 
been taken by the German Government 
against what the Minister termed the 
mistreatment of Germans taken prisoner 
by the entente allies. 

The Overseas News Agency (the offi- 
cial German news bureau) in reporting 
today’s deliberations of the Reichstag, 
says that Gen. von Stein made a sensa- 
tional speech regarding the treatment of 
Germans taken prisoners by the entente 
allies and that the War Minister was 
frequently interrupted by the deputies, 
when. he told of the condition of prison- 
ers in France, where, he said, the sit- 
uation was the worst. 

“iJnfortunately things there (France) 
do not grow better, but worse,’’ Gen. 
von Stéin is quoted as saying. “The 
enemy endeavors to oppress our unfor- 
tunate comrades, both body and soul. 
The liberties which we granted to 
prisoners in our camps in connection 
with art and science are unknown 1" 
France We, therefore, abolished ths 
liberties in our prison camps. 


“Enemies Benefited by Warning.” 
“The time of warning which had been 


fixed at four weeks, and after which 
counter measures were to he taken, 
only benefited our enemies. During 
that time we treated our prisoners de- 
cerily while our prisorers in the hands 
of the enemy had to suffer four more 
weeks of torture. I asked that the time 
be made shorter and this today was 
granted. 

“Counter measures will be imme- 
diately taken and continued until we 
have received from enemy Govern- 
ments news that the hostile measures 
have been abolished. Thousands of 
prisoners are forced to work close 
behind the Frengh front under the 
fire of our cannon. If these unfor- 
tunate people seek cover against our 
fire, they are forced from the shel- 
ter by French officers. 

Better Treatment in England, 

“In England things are different. 
Although the English usually deny 
all charges of atrocities, it must be 
acknowledged that, in many cases, 
the have made redress, and that, in 
England, the treatment of prisoners 
gmenerally is better. However, this 
does not exclude the employment by 
the English also of many prisoners 
close behind the front. Therefore, 
adequaie measures are being taken 
ir. reprisal. 

“We know further that German 
prisoners in French ports are made 
to work to excess under favorable 
conditions by the British. For this 
reason also English prisoners hav: 
been »1t in a similar situation at cer- 
tain places on the front. 

“Immediately after the declaration 
of submarine war, we brought it to 
the «nowledge of the British Gov- 
ernment that special treatment of our 
brave submarine crews would be an- 
swered with similar measures.”

Economics and i Universal Service. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Universal military training seems to be an im- 
portant and possibly a pressing problem. I have 
read all the articles on the subject that you have 
recently published, but none seem to state any 
fundamental basis in democracy or logic for its 
adoption or solution. The solution will be found 
in political economy, rather than in patriotic sen- 
timent and preparedness appeals. Col. Ingersoll 
expressed the idea when he said, “A man will not 
shoulder a musket to defend his boarding house, 
but would fight at the drop of the hat to defend 
his home.” 

In other words, you. must give the people some 
tangible privilege or material object to train for. 
You know that 75 per cent of the pcople live in 
rented houses or boarding houses, and feel they 
have nothing special to defend or train for. Con- 
gress should immediately enact laws to establish 
military camps and begin the building of a na- 
tio _- highway of concrete or asphalt from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific; also camps to d-velop 
water power for irrigation and manufacturing 
purposes and for other national improvements. 
These camps to be operated under military rules 
and discipline, with certain days for military drill- 
ing. Service in these camps should be voluntary, 
but any able-bodied young man, under 21 years, 
who had not served some specified time in such 
camps, should not be eligible to vote for Presi- 
dent, Congressman or Senators until they were 
31 years of age, and all who serve in these camps 
should be given special rebates or exemptions in 
taxes on homes, or guaranted employment or old- 
ame pensions, depending on years of service and 
other circumstances and conditions. These are 
practical suggestions and the forward-looking 
men itn Washington should formulate the practi- 
cal and constitutional details. ‘The principle is 
to give special privileges only for special ser- 
vices. It is meedless t- say that the large part 
of the cost of these camps would eventually be 
paid for in the enhanced value for taxation the 
improvements would add to adjacont lands, and 
the sale of power developed by the water camps. 
With some such proyram as suggested there 
would be millions of volunteers at once and other 
millions on the waiting list. Any radically dif- 
ferent plan in a democracy will and should fall.

OUR PARALYZED SENATE. 

As in a strain the Weak link of a chain breaks, 
so in a crisis the flaw of a governmental system 
proves its undoing. 

Under the principles and normal rules that 
govern representative legislatures in republican 
government, the resolution empowering the 
President to protect American rights, lives and 
ships against lawless attack on the: sea would 
have been adopted. But the fatal flaw in the 


Senate rules prevented this necessary action. 


Eleven stubborn Senators, a pitiful minority, held 


| up the overwhelming majority and defeated its 


will, thereby defeating the will of the people and 
endangering the honor, prestige and welfare of 
the nation. 

That the power of an insignificant minority of 
the Senate blocked the machinery of government, 
through the lack of any rule or means in that 
body of limiting debate and forcing a vote, did 
not invite costly disaster, is due merely to fortu- 
nate circumstances. The danger of disaster 
through this weakness is none the less possible 
and imminent. With an enemy before our ports 
or crossing our borders a few fools or a few 
actual traitors—one fool or one traitor, if his en- 
durance were equal to the strain, could render 
this government practically helpless for a time, 
perhaps, for time enough to permit the inflic- 
tion of a menacing, if not fatal, blow. 

President Wilson does not overstate the danger 
of this flaw, nor the necessity of rectifying it, 
in order that the efficiency of the government 
to deal with the pending crisis or any crisis, may 
be established. He says with unanswerable truth 
and force that it would be useless to call an ex- 
traordinary session of Congress while the paraly- 
sis of the Senate remains, while that body is 
powerless to act and to enforce the will of its 
majority and do the imperative work of the na- 
tion. 

The Government finds itself helpless now to 
defend American rights against lawless attack, to 
protect American lives and ships on the sea. It 
will continue to be helpless so long as one branch 
The failure of the 
present Senate to act on measures of vital im- 
portance may be repeated: with even more disas- 
trous results in the next Congress. 

Neither Senators nor people can plead lack of 
warning of this breakdown. The flaw has been 
exposed in other lesser crises. Movements to cor- 
rect it have been .started, but have died in in- 
fancy. Senators have pleaded courtesy and tradi- 
tion and dignity and deliberation in defense of 
the weakness in its rules. But courtesy, ftradi- 
tions, dignity and deliberative debauch fall be- 
fore the imperative necessity of efficiency, the 
demand of reason and the irresistible lokic of 
necessity. ' 

The issue of efficiency or helplessness, uf action 
or paralysis is before the Senate. Senators can- 
not evade it. When they act and establish major- 
ity rule an extra session will be called and ade- 
quate action for national defense will be taken. 

The people as wel: as the President demand 
that the Senate reorganize into an acting body. 
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Pollyanna rejoiced over her disfiguring freckles, 
because they were not warts. Let us be similarly 
thankful that Stone or La Follette is not Presi- 
dent. 


AMAZING BRITISH EXPORT FIGURES. 

According to a statement in Congress the other 
day, backed by an itemized account in dollars 
and cents, Great Britain realized a greater gross 
revenue from its exports in the year 1916 than 
in the year 1914. This does not mean that Great 
Britain produced more in the past year than it 
did in the previous one so much as that the 
value of productions has been enhanced by war- 
time prices. At the same time, the balance of 
trade was there and it was far from showing 
the war havoc upon commerce that might have 
been expected. 

The most interesting etal about it was That 
exports in tools and machinery manufactured 
from iron showed a net gain. Considering the 
enormous demand for war munitions which 
requjre an extraordinary output of iron and 
steel, this is decidedly surprising. Even in the 
matter of ship-building for foreign trade Brit- 
ish industry made an amazing showing.

When Mr. Wilson told@ you 
we were unable to determine from your representa- 
tions just what it is for which any of you fights, 
you all felt that we did you a great injustice. Still, 
that was all we could make of it, and it is all we 
can make of it now. 

You can therefore understand why the United 
States, which has definite principles of civilization 
in mind, feels that it cannot much longer withhold 
its hand. It is possible that after we have been in 
the war a while we shall in turn be so far lead astray 
by passion that these may have to be-championed by 


someone else. I say that to make it plain that we 
do not consider ourselves any better than you were 


when you started out. We are only better, if I 
may say that, now. We, too, are human. We are 
not asking you to judge of us now by what we have 
ourselves sometimes done in the heat of action. We 
want to be judged only by our present intentions. 
There. I knew you would respond to that senti- 
ment. Thanks, heads. We are all made of the same 
stuff. You are only different for that heat which is 
in you and for the time being transforms you into 
what we are not but could probably become.

This tragedy is pitifully common. A

Common observation of the fate of the 
estates of the people we know back up 
these figures of the life insurance com- 
pany, and it surely should convey a 
warning to every husband and father, 
and teach him to safeguard the future 
of his wife and children by leaving his 
money in trust for them in such a shape 
that they cannot get hold of it to spend, 
but will have it doled out to them in 
monthly allowances in sums that their 
experience will enable them to handle. 

Not one man in 10,000 would trust 
his wife to manage his estate while 
lie is s'ive. Why does he think that 
she will possess any more financial 
acumen and judgment after he is 
dead’? Indeed, she will be less cap- 
able of dealing with money questions 
then than she is now, because with 
her mind befuddled with grief and 
the bewilderment of loss, she will be 
easily beguiled into taking the ad- 
vice of any unscrupulous sharper 
who offers to relieve her of the ne- 
ces8ity of deciding upon investments. 

Every man who has a woman de- 
pendent on him should realize that 
he owes it to her to make a will be- 
fore another day passes over his 
head. And in that will he should tie 
up whatever property he leaves her 
beyond the possibility of her throw- 
ing it away. In that way only can 
he protect her from becormiing one of 
those poor unfortunates who has to 
eat the bitter bread of dependence, 
instead of feasting on angel food at 
her own table.

Upto the present time the director 
of costumes, a skilled designer, has beer 
in charge of the ordinary wardrobe de- 
partment and has designed and overseer:

Jast Back With European 
Experiegces Miss Grace 
Parker Is Fitting Every 
Volunteer to the Work 
She Is Best Fitted for in 
Taking the Places of Men 
Who May Go to the 
Front.

HAT can the American woman do 
W to serve her country in time of 
war? . 

How can the woman power of Ameri- 
ca be mobilized, made effective, if the 
severance of diplomatic relations with 
Germany lead to actual hostilities? 

What can you do in that emergency? 
What can I do if I don’t want to feel 
that to be a woman is to be one of the 
effectives of peace and the ineffectives 
of war? 

I asked these questions of Miss Grace 
Parker, national commandant of the 
newly organized National League for 
Woman's Service, which was just five 
days old when the German Ambassador 
received his passports, but which has 
made itself count so much in the last 
tew days that when a patriotic stenog- 
rapher wandered into the headquarters 
and said to the elevator. starter, 
‘“Where’s the war?’ he answered 
promptly, “Room 1101.” 

In room 1101 I found Miss Parker and 
a half-dozen other women who were 
there to enroll women volunteers for 
whatever war service they considered 
themselves most fitted. The volunteers 
came to volunteer everything! 

I talked with a pretty telephone op- 
erator who wanted to offer her serv- 
ices to her country during her lunch 
hour and on Saturday afternoons, and 
with a distinguished matron, who 
dropped in to say that the members of 
the league might have her country house 
any time they wanted it. 

Miss Parker is one of three women 
who have been appointed members of 
the National Council of Defense, her 
colleagues being Mrs. J. S. Martin of 
Philadelphia and Mrs. Hugh Scott of 
Washington, D. C. Miss Varker re- 
turned recently from a visit to England, 
where she made a special study of the 
patriotic service of women in war time, 
so she is peculiarly well qualified to 
head a movement to mobilize the woman 
power of America. 


System in Co-Ordination the First 


“The first thing warinn should do is 
to systematize their efforts,’’ Miss Par‘k- 
er told me. ‘“*‘The National League for 
Woman’s Service hopes to co-ordinate 
all the energies of patriotic women al! 
over the country. At present our patri 
otic societies work each one for itself, 
and there is much duplication and little 
collective effort. We don’t want to 
swamp the country with bandages that 
many not be needed. We don't want to 
put every woman to knitting socks that 
may never be worn. What we seek firs: 
of all to do is to systematize the patri- 
otic work of women, 

“Today you see workers here taking 
down the names of women volunteers. 

We find out first from these volun- 
teers what their educational qualifica- 
tions are, whether their training has 
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been general or teehnical: we ask about 
their health; we ask them in which of 
our emergency divisions they feel quali- 
fied to serve and how much time they 
can give us. Our primary aim is to 
register the abilities of the women of 
the country. 

“England at the outbreak of the war 
had no knowledge of its woman power— 
no more than America has today. Con- 
sequently, many women were put to 
work in industries for which they were 
unfitted. Many women ,were set to 
farming who had no equipment what- 
ever for such work. Germany had mo- 
bilized her woman power, so when the 
men went to the front her registered 
women stepped into their places. There 
was no duplication, no waste in Ger- 
many. We ask the women who volun- 
teer to write us in which one of our 
emergency groups they wish to be en- 
rolled.. First of these is the social wa'- 
fare group. Wherever there is a mili- 
tary camp there is a social problem in 
volving young women.

‘“T thoucht the war baby problem in 

iSngland had proved more or less fan- 
intevyrupted. 
Miss Parker answered. ‘But 
lose her self-respect

tion which vermits girls to hang around 
military camps all day. And if we have 
a social welfare group to inquire into 
tie recreational possibilities of the towns 
which have encampments nearby, if we 
see tiat wholesome amusement is pos- 
sible to the men, we solve one of our 
problems. 

“Another our 
takes in the ccommisaniat; 
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. 
can cook and who might be needed at 
rest stations and railroad canteens dur- 
ing the transportation of troops. Then 
we want motor drivers and’ volunteers 
for communicaion service. Suppose at 
some critical time a foreign sympa 
thizer should cut all wires abdut a milt- 
tary encampment, a woman who could 
drive her own car and carry commagni- 
cations would do real service. Another 
of our groups will include general serv- 
ice—women who can work in offices at 
stenography, ‘at telegraphy, at the 
switchboard. You understand that all 
this work will be standarlized, anid no 
person will be permitted to serve whose 
work is not up to standard. 

‘In the agricultnral group we will 
classify women why will ¢o poultry and 
dairy work, étc. In about two weeks 
we hope to take up the subject of a 
standardized physical drill for all the 
members of the league. The drill will 
be held once a week, and there will be 
a uniform—a simple short skirt and 
Norfolx jacket, and members will be 
suvject to regu'ar inspection by a. Gov- 
ernment officer. The unit of organiza- 
tion will be a group of women of not 
less than 10 nor more than 3. These 
-roups will be formed into detachments, 
; = : ne mena Re 
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[and two detachments will be under ore 
4 . > 

“We hope to enlist the *co-operatiun 
of all the patriotic societies of the coun- 
try."’-Miss Parker added, “and to have 
100,000 members in a very short time. 
Our purpose is not to call upon women 
now to do things which are not needed, 
but to find out what women can do IF 
they are needed, to register and classify 
them so that they can be mobilized at a 
moment's 

“And if these women are never called, 
upon I think we shall have done some 
good by orgarizing their co-ordinative 
energies. Take the women who rur 
their own cars, for instance—remember, 
no woman driver will be accepted who 
cannot take her car to pleces and put 
it together again—if no call to serve the 
country comes, how fine it would ve 
for them to call at hospitals and take 
out convalescents; what a splendid 
demonstration of democracy it will be 
for the girl who can give two hours of 
stenography or of telephoning to realiz- 
that her work makes her count for her 
country &nd that she must mobilize in 
its service.”’
